The first postwar talk« between President Trum an, 
Prim e M inister Attlee and C anada’s prime minister, 
W. L. Mackenzie King, may help the American public 
to comprehend a little more clearly the significance 
of the relationship among the three governments 
One of the subjects that will be discussed is the 
atomic bomb, whose development, as a weapon of 
critical importance in the war w ith Japan, was a 
Joint project ot the United States, G reat B ritain and 
Canada.

R O U BLES 
are 
buzzing

Joh n Bull's ears so actively tha t 
It’s given to wonder whether British 
Prime 
M inister 
Attlee — currently 
the honored guest of President T ru­ 
m an—didn't invite worry by break­ 
ing a m irror sometime a fter his 
new Socialist government came to 
power in September 
The boiling over of the Palestine 
problem, with its dangerous Jew ish- 
Arab differences, has been follow ’d 
by other em barrassing events. 
A 
couple of days ago Pandit Nehru, 
who next to M ahatm a Gandhi is the 
most influential Hindu in all India, 
declared during a speech in Bom ­ 
bay th a t it was India's duty to re­ 
volt. 
Then yesterday along came 
Egyptian Prime M inister Nokrashi 
Pasha with a demand for complete 
independence, including the with­ 
drawal of British troops from his 
country. 
Of course, Nehru’s advocacy of 
revolution to break away from Eng­ 
land may be rather in the nature of 
an 
academic 
challenge 
which 
is 
calculated 
to 
force 
the 
political 
issue with the new British govern­ 
ment for independence. 
Still he is powerful, and he has 
been making strong speeches ever 
since last June when he was re­ 
leased from prison where he had 
been held with other Indian leaders 
as the result of the disorders fol­ 
lowing the 
failure 'of the Cripps 
mission 
which 
offered 
India 
do­ 
minion status In 1942. He has been 
supporting 
the 
Indonesian 
revolt 
against 
the 
Dutch, 
and 
recently 
tried to visit Ja va but was refused 
permission by the government of 
India.

Cow's Blood Aids 
In Brain Operations 


(B y Aasoclat«d Presa ) 
CINCINNATI. Nov. 
1 3 — An ex­ 
tract from cow’s blood, immersed 
in a “gelatin sponge,” provides a 
new aid in the control of hemor­ 
rhages in delicate brain and nerve 
surgery, the Southern Medical as­ 
sociation was told today. 
Dr 
Cobb Pilcher of 
Vanderbilt 
university said tha t for some time 
the 
thrombin, 
or 
blood-clotting 
agent, of bovine blood had offered 
possibilities of controlling bleeding, 
but tha t at first a means of apply­ 
ing it to bleeding points was lack­ 
ing. 
Then other investigators, he said, 
recently developed a “sponge" made 
of gelatin. Thrombin in liquid form 
can be caught up by the sponge and 
applied to a 
bleeding point 
The 
gelatin is absorbed within the body, 
leaving the thrombin 
to 
do 
its 
blood-clotting work. 
The sponge can be used to apply 
thrombin 
derived 
from 
human 
blood. 
But Dr. Pilcher said he and other 
neurosurgeons 
had 
used 
such 
sponges to apply bovine thrombin 
in 174 cases. 
"Bovine thrombin.” he said “has 
proven 
as satisfactory as 
human 
thrombin as a hem ostatic < bleed­ 
ing control) agent and no harmful 
effects of any kind have been ob­ 
served.’ 
He added it was preferable to 
use 
bovine 
instead 
of 
human 
thrombin as a clotting agent because 
of the ready availability of cow’s 
blood.
